L-o transport, Ind.. April 
of the analysis of the stomach of Com- 
modore Brown of Burrows, who died 
mysteriously some time ago. haa been 
made by Dr. Hurty of the health board. 

The doctor found 46 1-7 grains of ar- 
senic in the contents of the stomacn, 
enough to kill 10 men.

For several weeks he waa 
thought to be better, and then sud- 
denly died in great agony. 

Two years before this time Joseph

There need be no further formal declaration Other Powers may re- 
ceive a conventional notification, but as between the combatants them- 
aelves war already exists and has been virtually declared. For from the 
moment that Hpain, having been informed by Polo of our ultimatum, for- 
bade its ceremonious presentation by notilying our Minister at Madrid that 
all civil relations between the two countries were severed, these two coun- 
tries were, under the very terms of the ultimatum, at war. We had served 
notice that unless Hpain complied with our demands within a specified 
time force would be employed to compel her to comply. Her refusal to 
even receive that demand Irom our representative, knowing its terms from 
tier own, wss an instantaneous ending of peaceful relations, to be inevitably 
followed by the movement of our ships upon Havana for the purpose of 
ginning, by the blockade of that port, the policy of ar ' 
of which we had given more than ample notice.

LAW OF SELF DEFENSE. 



The right of nelf defense is by some 
old writera declared to be inherent in 
nen by tbe law of nature. Now, 
these "natural rights" ore all very 
well, but tbey ere not rocoguized by 
the law of Great Britain. It is the law 
a man may defend himself, bis 
child or servant from physical ag- 
gression. He may also ropel by force a 
forcible attack upon his property. When 
you, or your wife, child, or servant ia 
attacked, or threatened with violence 
in such a manner as reasonably to lead 
you to believe that violence is about to 
be used, yon may resist tbe aggressor. 
And as tbe best mode of resistance is 
very often to attack, you may lawfully 
follow tbe advice given by an old prize- 
fighter to a pupil— i. e., "get in tbe 
" -at whack. " 

But self defense must be moderate. 
It must not be totally dinproportioued 
to tbe uttaok. For instance, if a hulk- 
ing rultiau runs ut me with a kuife, I 



probably be banged hy the neck. Not 
that the law expects a man to be oalm 
aud oool aud collected iu all cirouni- 
■tauoes. By no mean*. For iimtance, if 
tbe said burly ruffian rushes ut mo with 
clinched tistH, evidently meuuiug uiia- 
ohief, uud I hit him with a heavy stick 
on tbe back of the ear, I may kill him. 
I shall uot be banged for that. I 
a right to use the stick, aud iu tbe 
nnistanoea I am not to be supposed 
to be cool enough to aim for a spot not 
likely to be fatal. Again, self defense 
not develop into revenge. Thus, 
if I am threatened with a knife, and by 
tbe timely display of a pistol I frighten 
my assuilant so that be runs away, I 
mnst not shoot after him. If 1 do, I am 
jost as liable as though he had never 
threatened me, because I shoot at him 
not in self defense, but by way of pun- 
mi t or revenge. — Family Lawyer.

Object of the Movement. 

The plan and scope of the movement, 
which was termed "a grand army of 
individual Americans," were explained 
by Colonel Washington. It ia proposed 
that this new National Reserve shall 
consist of volunteers who shall sign en- 
listment blanks agreeing in case of for- 



the call of the president of the United 
States or of the governors of the states 
or territories in whiob they reside. Cen- 
tral headquarters are to be established 
which wonld practically be • clearing 
hoase for recruit*. 

It ia believed that from 9,000,000 to 
8,000,000 citizens will be found ready 
to join the body. It ia not the object to 
interfere in any way with the existing 
state militia, but in case of an emergen- 
cy the names enrolled in any state can 
be handed to its authorities for organi- 
sation and enlistments under its own 
regulations and officers. 

The officers of the organisation were 
elected as follows: Lieutenant General 
John M. Schofield, U. S. A., command- 
er, Lieutenant General James Long- 
street, C. S. A., vioe commander; Gen- 
eral O. O. Howard, chairman of the 
military committee, with vice chairmen 
as follows: Major General Adalbert 
Ames, Lieutenant General Joseph 
Wheeler and Major General Grenville 
M. Dodge; Colonel W. D'H. Waahlng- 
ton, president of the organization, and 
il A. MoD. MoOook. secretary. 



The plan of the organization is to get 
together a reserve body of men to take 
up arms at a moment's notioa without 
oonsoription or draft, to be maintained 
In connection with the present foroes, 
without the irksomeness of military 
duty, without entailing npon the gov- 
ernment or state the expense of main 
taining such a large body of troopB, and 
without drawing from their pursuits the 
yonng men of the nation. 

It is proposed to enroll men of oroner 
age and pbysioal qualifications 
anna who will sign the 
blanks, agreeing to take ap arms when 
called upon. The original rolls wonld 
be transmitted directly to tbe war or 
navy department, there to be tabulated 
and included in the reooguized sum- 
mary of the military and naval foroes 
of the United States. 

The permanent organization will in- 
olude tbe president of the United 
to be ex officio commander in ohief; the 
secretary of war, to be ex-ofHoio vios 
oommauder of tbe military foroes, and 
tbe general of tbe army, commander; 
the secretary of the navy, to be ex officio 
vioe oommauder of tbe naval foroes, 
and the admiral of tbe navy, to be ex-
